It having come to the knowledge of the Gov­ 
ernor aud Commander-in-chief that an unlaw­ 
ful assembly is likely to occur during the 
mouth of July, 1S89, within the limits of this 
State, by a number of persons assembled 
to witness a prize fight

The M ilitary H as Been C alled Out 
and W ill Stop the F ight 
if Possible.

N ew O r l e a n s, July 7th.—There is noth­ 
ing of a Sunday character about the aspect 
of this city to-day. The streets are crowded 
with people who have come to witness the 
great mill. The demand for seats in the 
inner ring was so great this morning that 
by 10 o'clock the entire capacity ot the 
ring—800 seats—had been disposed of. 
Speculators, however, have inner ring 
tickets for sale at prices ranging from $25 
to $40. Colonel Garrett, the General South­ 
ern Passenger Agent of the Queen and 
Crescent, estimates there will be 2 500 peo­ 
ple on the gronnd. and the gate receipts 
will approximate $30,000. Of this amount 
the railroad companv onlv received $2 
a ticket, si y $6,0 0 in'all. The remainder 
will be divided between the combinations 
after first deducting the experses. 
The understanding is that, if from any 
cause the fight is prevented, the purchasers 
of tickets will get all their money back 
but the $2 for actual railroad fare. The 
proceeds of the gate money is to oe divided 
in the following proportions: Sixty per 
cent, to the winner and forty per cent, to 
the loser. 
Sullivan continues to be the favorite of 
the talent, but public sentiment, that 19 to 
say, public sentim ent which is backed by 
principle and not money, is all in favor ot 
Kilrain. The general element of the com­ 
m unity is almost unanimous in favor of 
Kilrain. They consider the Boston man 
nothing more than a brute, aDd want to 
see him whipped, but they are not inclined 
to back their preference. 
At the clubs to-day the general senti­ 
ment was, “ We hope Kilrain will win,” 
but when a bet was offered the club men 
wanted 2 to 1. 
At Sullivan’s headquarters to-day there 
was no departure from the usual air of 
quiet confidence. Sullivan passed a lazy 
and luxurious day. His appetite is enor­ 
mous. For breakfast he ate a good-sized 
broiled bass, five soft-boiled eggs, half a loaf 
of graham bread and a half dozen sliced to­ 
matoes. The only liquid he took was a 
cup of tea. After breakfast Muldoon gave 
him a shave, during the course of which he 
fell asleep. In that condition Muldoon 
left him. At I o’clock he dined, consum­ 
ing his usual quota of three broiled chick­ 
ens, with rice and chicken broth, anda half 
loaf of bread. At fifteen minutes after 3 
o’clock a carriage drove up, into which 
Sullivan, Muldoon, Cleary and Dan Mur­ 
phy entered, and were rapidly driven to the 
depot, where they embarked for the battle 
ground. 
There is still some conflict of opinion 
as to Kilrain’s condition. Some think he 
is too fat, others too lean. 
The Associated Press reporter asked Tom 
Allen, the famous pugilist, for his opinion. 
He said: “I atn for Kilrain." The re­ 
porter requested his opinion as to Kilrain’s 
condition. Allen replied: “It is good, but 
I would like him better if he were not so 
fat. I like to see cheek bones sticking out.” 
So there you are. Talent generally con­ 
siders Kilrain too light, and Tom' Allen

W ashington, July 7 th —“ I would be 
willing to wager a new suit of clothes or a 
basket of champagne,” said J. HaleSvpher, 
who formerly represented the First Louisi­ 
ana District in the House of Representa­ 
tives, “that the Governors of Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Texas will be eye witnesses 
of the Sulivan-Kilrain tight, and they will 
not go in an official capacity, but as sdcc- 
tatora and put up for their tickets like any 
other American citiezn who desires to see 
the sport. The ordering out of the militia 
is all gammon. Not a man wonld raise 
his gun to prevent the fight, and if the bat­ 
tle ground should be pitched at a distance 
from the militia encampment, every man 
of them would stack his arms and hurry 
across fields to the scene of the battle. 
"I have lived among the people of the 
Pelican State long enough to know what 
their sentiments are in such matters and 
there would be no fear of interference with 
fighting chickens, fighting encounters be­ 
tween dogs, and last but not least, especi­ 
ally with a prize fight between such famous 
exponents of the manly art as Sullivan 
and Kilrain.” 
THE RULES. 
The London prize-ring rnles as revised 
and accepted by Sullivan and Kilrain are 
as follows : 
1. The ring shall be twenty-four feet sqnare, 
formed of eight stakes and ropes, the latter ex­ 
tending in double lines, the uppermost line be­ 
ing four feet from the ground aud the lower two 
feet from the ground. 
2. That each shall be attended in the ring bv 
two seconds. 
3. Two umpires shall be chosen by the sec­ 
onds or backers to watch the progress of the 
battle and take exception to an? breach of the 
rules hereafter stated A referee shall be chosen 
thinks him ton h esve 
f 
2 uereuner stated a reierte snail De chosen 
tntnks mm too heavy. Every body is at by the umpires, unless otherwise agreed 011. to 
sea. and betting is taking curious shoots. 
Bets are being made that Sullivan will 
win in less than six rounds. Thus far lit­ 
tle money has been wagered here, as the 
Kilrain men insist on odds of 2 to 1. The 
other side are willing to concede $200 to 
$75, but there is no disposition to close at 
these figures. 
Kilrain arose about 9 o’clock after a most 
refieshing sleep and appeared bright and 
fresh. H e was in excellent hum or and 
conversed freely. 
He remained in his 
room during nearly the entire forenoon, 
but about 11 o’clock came down to the 
gymnasium, where a large num ber of the 
members of the Southern Athletic Club 
and their guests were assembled. Kilrain 
looked round the spacious hall, fanning 
him self and appeared quite at ease. 
At noon Kilrain, Mitchell, M urphy and 
Pony Moore breakfasted at Moreau’s res­ 
taurant and strolled about town, returning 
to the gymnasium at 2 o’clock. K ilrain’s 
condition had visibly improved, and his 
eyes were brighter aad his movements 
much more active than on the previous 
day.Mitchell appeared well satisfied with his 
man’s condition, and said: “ If Sullivan 
don’t lick him in twenty minutes, he won’t 
do it in a m onth.” 
Members of the club, some of whom 
were disappointed at his appearance on his 
arrival, changed their minds to-day and 
expressed themselves as astonished at his 
physical developments, as well as the im­ 
provement in his demeanor. 
It was given out that the party was 
going out to the West End for a drive, and 
only the usual excitement was occasioned 
by the departure of Kilrain. There were 
three carriages in waiting, and the com­ 
mittee of the Sonthern Athletic Club en­ 
tered the other two. W hen Kilrain and 
his companions appeared with their grips, 
it was seen that the party was bound for the 
scene of the coming battle, and not for 
West End. 
As Kilrain left the gymnasium, in reply 
to the adieus of the club, and wishes for 
his safety and speedy return, he said: 
“ Good-by. boys ; I will be back with 
you in a short time, and I ’ll bring you 
good news.” 
These confident words, accompanied as 
they were by a smile and look ot determi­ 
nation, evoked loud cheers. 
On arriving at the depot the train, con­ 
sisting of an engine, baggage caí and two 
passenger coaches, were found waiting. 
Kilrain and some of his friends entered 
one of the coaches, Sullivan and some of 
his friends took the other, and at 4 o’clock 
the train departed for the field of battle. 
At 0:30 this evening the arrival of both 
principáis and friends on the battle-ground 
was wired to the city. 
Last night Captain Beanbatn, Command­ 
ing the Lonisiana Field Artillery, received 
orders from Governor Nichols to be in readi­ 
ness to move at a moment’s notice. The 
Louisiana Field Artillery consists of fifty 
men, rank and file, and at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon these had assembled at their 
armory opposite Lafayette Square. The 
men were in fatigue uniforms and are 
armed with Springfield rifles. The ap­ 
pearance of the troops in their armory 
cause! some doubts to arise as to whether 
the fight would take place. Crowds of 
men are gathered on the streets discussing 
the coming fight, but good order prevails. 
THE MILITARY. 
At 11 o’clock to-night there was con­ 
siderable excitement in the city over the 
prospect of military interference, Bnd the 
two military companies in the city, con­ 
stituting the Slate National Guard, had 
gathered together about one hundred men. 
It is slated on reliable authority that 
Governor Nicholls will go out with the 
troops in person. 
One company will take a chartered 
steamer at Milneburg and cross the lake 
to Honey Island, wnere the Governor be­ 
lieves the tight will take place, owing to 
its isolated location, while the other com­ 
pany will proceed on a train. 
Orders have also been posted threaten­ 
ing the soldiers who don’t answer roll-call 
with heavy tines aud imprisonment. 
W ord lias been received from Bay St. 
Louis, Miss., that a company of troops 
from Mississippi had left there this m orn­ 
ing for the dividing line between Louisiana 
and Mississippi, where they will intercept 
and arrest the principals in the tight if 
they attempt to fight in the latter State. 
The sales at 11 o’clock to-night of tickets 
to the ring side amounted to abont $25,000. 
Governor Lowry sleeps in peace to-night. 
Every station on the lines of the railroad 
crossing the border which divides Louisi- 
aca from Mississippi is guarded by militia, 
nnder instructions to arrest the principals 
should they attempt to fight in Mississippi. 
A squad even guards the valley route at the 
State line. 
THE GOVERNOR’S PROCLAMATION.

avoid punishment, or from obvious accident or 
weakness. 
8. Butting with the head shall be deemed 
foul, and the party resorting to this practice 
shall be deemed to have lost the battle. 
9. A blow struck when a man is thrown or 
down shall be deemed a foul. Amanwi'hone 
knee aud one hand ou the ground shall be 
deemed down, and a blow given in either of 
these positions shall be deemed foul. providing 
always that, when in such positions, the manso 
down shall not himsell strike or attempt to 
strike. 
10. A blow struck below the waistband shall 
be deemed foul, and that, in a close, seizing an 
antagonist below the waist, by the thigh or 
otherwise, shall be deemed foul. 
11. All attempts to inflict iDjury by gouging or 
tearing the flesh with the fingers or nails, and 
biting, shall be deemed foul. 
12. Kicking or deliberately falling on an an­ 
tagonist with the knees or otherwise when 
down, shall be deemed foul. 
13. All bets shall be paid as the battle money, 
after a fight is awarded. 
14. Referee and umpire shall take their posi­ 
tions in front of the center stake, outside tne 
ropes. 
15. Should the fight not be decided on the 
day, al lbets shall be drawn, unless the fight 
shall be resumed the same week, between .-uli­ 
ds y and Sunday, in which case the referee s du­ 
ties sha'l continue, and the he's shall stand and 
be decided by the event. The battle money 
shall remain in the hands ot the stakeholder 
until fairly lost or won by a tight, unless a draw 
be mutually agreed upon, or, in case of a post­ 
ponement, one of the principals shall be absent, 
when the man in the ring shall be awarded the 
stakes. 
16. Any pugilist voluntarily quitting the ring 
previous to the deliberate judgment of the ref­ 
eree being obtained, shall be deemed to have 
lost the fight. 
17. On an objection being made bv the sec­ 
onds or umpire the men shall retire to their 
corners, and theie remain till the decision of 
the appointed authorities shall be obtained; 
that if pronounced foul the battle will be at an 
end; but if fair “time” shall be called by the 
party appointed, and the man absent from the 
scratch eight seoouds after shall be deemed to 
have lost the fight. The decision in all eases to 
he given promptly and irrevocably, for which 
purpose the umpires and referee should be in­ 
variably close together. 
18. if aman leaves the ring, either to escape 
punishment or for any other punióse, without 
permission of the referee, unless he is involun­ 
tarily torced out, he shall forfeit the battle. 
19. The use ot hard substauces. sueli as stones 
or sticks, or resin in the hands dunng the bat­ 
tle, shall be deemed foul, and that ou the 
requisition of the second* of either man, the 
accnsed shall open his hands for the examina­ 
tion of the referee.

That a loan held »gainst the slates, or upon or 
against the ropes shall be considered down, and 
all interference with him in that position shall 
be foul. 
21. All glov* or room fights shall tie as nearly 
as possible in conformity with the foregoing 
rules.

Ths Persian Minister is Disgusted 
With Washington Society. 
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R o bbed by a P re te n d e d B a rb e r—A 
B o o tb lack K ills a T ra m p — 
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T hey A ttack th e A u thorities and a 
D toody E ight is th e R esult. 
Duluth, July 6th.—The laboring men’s 
strike, which has been in progress several 
days, culminated this afternoon in a bloody- 
war between the strikers and policemen. 
Thirty determined policemen were pitted 
against 3,000 desperate strikers armed with 
pistols, stones and clubs. 
Four thousand men were employed on 
the street and sewer improvements at $t 50 
per day till last Tuesday, wtien 1,500 struck 
for an advance of 25 cents per day. The 
contractors refused to accede to the de­ 
mand. The strikers had many recruits 
each dav, the mob finally increasing to 
nearly 3,000. 
PREPARED FO* TROUBLE. 
Thete have been ugly rumors as to the 
determined attitude of the strikers ail day, 
and preparations had been made by the 
police department for any emergency.* All 
day long nten had been at work on the 
Fifth-street contract, but about 3 o'clock 
the strikers compelled them to desist. At 
3:30 the crowd ot strikers had reached Third 
street and Tenth avenue west, where the 
shadow of the trees aud the known deter­ 
mination ot the police at Garfield avenue 
decided them to wait. About 4:30 o’clock 
the mob, headed by a number ot hot-headed 
men, rallied and started back for the sewer 
trench. They were infuriated by the pres­ 
ence of the police aud their control of the 
situation. 
THE ATTACK. 
Half an hour later they made a rush for 
the cordon of police. The police drew their 
clubs and revolvers. Seeing that there was 
no nse to bother with the clubs, they fired 
into the angry crowd a volley, and one 
striker lay dead, while seven more were 
wounded, some most seriously. 
One 
policeman was shot in return through the 
jaws. Three men are dead and twelve or 
fifteen wounded. The strikers started from 
Twentieth avenue, while another body 
came down from Third street by Fifteenth 
avenue and made a rush with clubs and 
rocks. The police stood their ground. 
W ho did the tiring is not known. As 
the strikers made the rush a single shot 
was fired; then crack, crack, crack went 
the ritles, followed by a lusilade from the 
strikers’ revolvers. After the first fire came 
an awful hush, as the combatants were 
appalled at the result of their work. 
On the walk in front lay a man 
through the head. Several more 
bleeding from ghastly wounds. 
THE FIRING RENEWED. 
The strikers then stationed themselves 
around buildings in different parts of the 
block between Garfield street and Eight­ 
eenth avenue, and poured in a steady fire 
on the police, who were stationed near the 
sewer ditch. From 4 o’clock until 5 the 
horrible work went on, and the battle did 
not withhold its fury long enough for the 
wounded to leave the field. 
It was after 5 o’clock when the last shot 
was fired, and terrible, indeed, has been 
the result. Over thirty-five persons are 
known to be wounded, some fatally, and 
two are killed. 
At 5:45 o'clock Company K of the State 
militia arrived, and with fixed bayonets 
drove the crowds from Michigan street. 
The Mayor then made a speech, ordering 
the crowd to disperse. The police and 
militia then drove the crowds from all the 
streets. At 6 o'clock the strikers had dis­ 
persed. 
THE CASUALTIES. 
The following is a list of the dead and 
some of the wounded ; One striker, shot 
through the heart; Tom Fitzsimmons, shot 
through the back, died to-night; Alfred 
Anderson, a striker, shot in the chest, will 
probably die; George Pelletier, a street-car 
driver, shot in the head ; Edward Cum­ 
mings, a striker, stabbed in the groin with 
a bayonet; York Castigan, a striker, dan­ 
gerously shot in the shoulder; Hoken 
Benson, a striker, shot in the upper part 
of the leg, may die. 
Of the police force the following were 
wounded; Captain Thomas McLaughlin, 
shot in the hip ; Sergeant Clements, in the 
hand ; Officer O’Donnell, abdomen ; Smol- 
let, foot; Harrigan. thigh Hayden, arm ; 
Donovan, face and hip; W alkoviah, face 
and thigh ; Kilgore, shoulder. 
The police have arrested Charles Carlson, 
Hendler, Joe Frank and Eric M. Lund- 
green, the four most prominent ringleaders 
in the assault. They are incarcerated in 
the county jail. 
The militia are at the barracks, ready to 
be called out at any moment. 
AN ATTEMPTED MURDER. 
M il w a u k e e , July 7th.—Last night the 
strikers made a desperate attempt to m ur­ 
der Joe Wolf, of the firm of Wolf & Knox, 
who have been particularly obnoxious to 
them. W hile Wolf was driving to the 
West End he was surrounded by the 
strikers and stones thrown at him. There 
wa9 a ditch on one side and rock on the 
other. Wolf jumped and escaped just as 
the police came up, but his wagon was 
overturned and demolished by the strikers. 
One of the officers of the force it is found 
had received serious injuries on his leg by 
stones thrown by the strikers. 
The friends of Carlson claimed he had 
nothing to do with the strike, although he 
was arrested by the police as their ring­ 
leader. Captain McLaughlin aimed at him 
twice at close range, but the shot did not 
tafee effect. 
The affair quieted down last night, bat 
there were fears of an outbreak again this 
morning. The air is still thick with ugly 
rumors, but with the hundreds of well 
armed special policemen it is believed the 
authorities, with the assistance of the 
militia, will be able to withstand any at­ 
tack. The militia is prepared to move at a 
moment’s notice, and the police are de­ 
tailed in the neighborhood of yesterday’s 
disturbance. 
Mayor Gibbon issued orders to disperse 
all assemblies promptly, aDd the contrac­ 
tors will resume work to-morrow morning 
under police protection at the former rate 
of wages. It is difficult to get at the true 
facts concerning the dead and wounded 
among the strikers. Many were taken 
away during the battle and could not be 
traced to their homes or boarding places. 
From what can be learned in the hospitals 
and prominent boarding-houses, a fair esti­ 
mate oi the wounded will be twenty-five, 
and several more seriously injured. 
It is not positively known that more than 
one man is dead—Ed Johnson, aged 25. 
The death of Matt Mack, aged 35, and Tom 
Fitzsimmons, aged 37. is momentarily ex­ 
pected, and it is probable that all the others 
will recover. Of the police all are doing 
well, and several have returned to duty 
limping slightly or carrying an arm in a 
sling. 
The action of the police is unanimously 
commended. It is settled to the satisfac­ 
tion of everybody that the strikers were 
the aggressors, the police not having fired 
until charged upon by the strikers. Late 
this evening, as an additional precaution, 
the Sheriff swore in thirty extra deputies, 
and the army now numbers nearly 200 de­ 
termined men. 
A servant girl of the Sheriff on returning 
home from church to-day overheard some 
strikers planning incendiary fires. As a 
result the officers are on the watch for 
them. Just at dusk this evening Sergeant 
Frank Clements and a fireman discovered 
a box, 16 by 10 inches, full of dynamite 
cartridges and fuse.

Tlit-ir C onstruction at the W ashington 
Navy Y ard. 
W ash in gton , July 7tk.—The gun shops 
at the Washington Navy Yard are rapidly 
approaching completion, and the improved 
machinery necessary to perform all the 
work successfully of the large-caiiber guns 
is being put into place. 
The Bethelhem Steel Company, which 
has a contract to supply the forgings for 
the guns of 8, 10 and 12-inch, are said to 
be ready to ship the tubes, and they will 
be sent along next week. All of the 6-inch 
guns are completed, or in such a forward 
state of construction that the final adoption 
is but a matter of a few weeks. 
W ith the 8 and lO inch guns it is dif­ 
ferent. Two 10 inch guns for the double- 
turreted monitor Miantonouiah have been 
completed, and one has been successfully 
fired and tested at the naval proving 
ground. The other 10-inch is also there, 
but for some reason has never been tired. 
The new appropriations for the Ordnance 
Bnreau are now available, and it is ex­ 
pected that in the course of the next few 
weeks a large force will be put on.

R em o d elin g th e M onitor*. 
W ashington, July 7th.—The President 
of ihe firm having control of the pneumatic 
gun carriages now under trial by the Gov­ 
ernm ent has a scheme for utilizing the old- 
fashioned monitors. 
It has been found 
that the weak armor of these vessels cannot 
be strengthened without sinking them. 
The plan proposes to cut off the turrets 
and put in two heavy guns equipped with 
heavy pneumatic disappearing carriages. 
The guns are to go below to be loaded 
when they will rise above the decks and 
be fired, disappearing again through the 
force of their own recoil. He claims that 
the guns need not be in sight of the enemy 
and oe exposed hut three seconds, and they 
cannot be hit in that time. The guns are 
to revolve the same as they do in the pres­ 
ent turrets. M ysteriou s LettcM*. 
B u f f a l o (N. Y). July 7th.—This after­ 
noon a watersoaked letter with an illegible 
address was found on the shore of Third 
Sister Island by Charles B. Smith of 
Niagara Falls. It is now in the hands of 
Superintendent T. V. Welch.

May 20th, and signed “Ed.” The whiter 
tells how he helped at Chicago to get rid of 
“that devilish traitor and spy,” and how 
long he has waited for “the trunk,” and 
now overcome by fear that the plot has 
miscarried and by remorse at his crime, 
he w ill seek death in the rapids.

C alled O ut th e F ire L ad d ies. 
La Salle (111.), July 7th.—Captain A. 
Gashlinski, of the Polish National Guards, 
of this city, fired three bullets into his 
sleeping wife this morning, and then 
tried to end his own existence. Mrs. Gash­ 
linski fled to a neighbor’s house, the blood 
spurting from her wounds. W ith two re­ 
volvéis, Gashlinski retreated to the bal­ 
cony, where he defied the police. 
The fire department was called out. and 
a stream of water turned on the enraged 
Captain, whereupon he placed the muzzle 
of one of the pistols to his heart and the 
other to his ear and pulled the triggers 
simultaneously.

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THE BAND MUTINY. 


The leader of the local military band, 
in a communication to a contemporary, 
¿ikes the position that the relation of 
bands to the organized m ilitia is unde­ 
lined in the law ; that the bands are in the 
regiment only at their own sweet will, and 
are privileged to leave the service when 
the whim seizes them. 
Yet, in the same 
article, the bandmaster says he is a mem­ 
ber of the National Guard, has served 
“ three enlistments,” and that he is an 
officer in it. In short, that the bandmen 
are in and are not in the regiment; that 
they are not bound by any law to give 
their professional services for any specified 
pay or otherwise; that there are no duties 
specified or obligations detailed; that 
therefore the bandmen are not, strictly 
speaking, bound to any services as such. 
We are free to admit that the State law 
on the subject is lacking in specific detail, 
anil not what it should he perhaps. 
But 
how the bandmen can say that they are 
memtiers of the National Guard, and in 
the same breath declare that they are not 
held under the law to any service as 
musicians, we are unable to understand. 
If the law were silent and the men enlist 
under military usage, that would be suf­ 
ficient, as we look at it. 
If the bandmen 
enter the service, take the oath and re­ 
ceive the benefits, exemptions and privi­ 
leges oi guardsmen, they are estopped 
from denying the obligations and duties 
usually expected of musician soldiers in the 
National Guard. 
Section 1993 of the 
Political Code is sufficient to hold the 
men to duty. 
It provides that if a band 
has not been organized for a regiment as 
provided by the regulations of the army 
of the United States, the commanding 
officer of the regiment may hire a band, 
and the band so hired to serve the regi­ 
ment “ is subject during the term of their 
engagement to 
the 
same 
laws 
and 
regulations that 
govern 
the military 
with 
which 
they 
may 
serve.” 
That 
covers 
the 
whole ground. 
A 
band hires or enlists—it is immaterial 
which—with a regiment, takes its title, 
wears its uniform and enjoys the exemp- 
tionsand immunities of the guardsmen. It 
is thus estopped from afterwards denying 
that it is not subject to the penalties at­ 
taching for disobedience. .Section 1939 of 
the Code rnades the regulations of the 
United States army apply to the organized 
militia of the State so far as not inconsist­ 
ent with State laws. Of these regulations 
every guardsman, whether musician, pri­ 
vate or commissioned officer, is bound to 
take notice. Section 1936, in listing the 
exemptions of the guardsmen, names “ mu­ 
sicians,'' ar.d Section 1930, in listing |>en- 
alties, names “ musicians” as liable to 
them. 
It is hedging to say that by these 
-are meant the three musicians who are to 
form a portion of each company, as speci­ 
fied in Section 1962. The long and short 
of it is simply this, that if the hand men 
are in the Guard they are there as musi­ 
cians, and to do duty as such, not as pri­ 
vates, hospital stewards or teamsters, but 
as musicians, and for no other purpose ; 
that if they enlist iu the National Guard 
they are subject to the usual regulations 
thereof: that if they accept the title and 
the benefits and the use of the regimental 
name, it ill becomes them thereafter to 
plead technicalities and claim that they 
are not hound to service usually exacted of 
musicians. 
It is also notable in this whole 
matter of the mutiny of the regimental 
hands iu San Francisco that they have not 
said they refused to turn out for any of 
the reasons referred to ; have not objected 
that their oath is meaningless ; that the 
law does not define their duty ; that they 
are not bound to obey orders, etc., but sim­ 
ply that they were ordered by their union 
not to appear. 


monies, in which several thousand French­ 
men participated, the municipal authori­ 
ties of the city of Paris sent steamers, and 
escorted the entire party of celebrants and 
their guests to the Hotel de Ville, where 
they were banqueted, and “Uncle Sam” 
was the toast of the hour. There was in 
all this ceremonial a great deal more than 
formality. The tenure of the Republic of 
France may not he very secure, but French­ 
man have a keen appreciation of the liber­ 
ties of Americans, and of the wonderful 
progress made in this country under free 
government. 
Whatever may lie their 
own failure to set up and maintain a repub­ 
lic as we understand the term, the aspira­ 
tions in that direction of their foremost 
men are of the loftiest character. 


ALONG THE PACIFIC COAST. 


H on. E. J. P h e l p s, late United States 
Minister at the Court of St. James, in his 
recent oration at Harvard University 
said that 'the time has come for the adop­ 
tion by this Nation of a definite and per­ 
manent policy in foreign relations; one 
that will be outside of party conflicts and 
that shall pass from Administration to 
Administration, and form a body of cus­ 
toms and modes of procedure to lie always 
followed. That is sound expression and 
will find no antagonists—but such a policy 
must be American through and through) 
and have nothing of the flavor of foreign 
suggestion, fear or favor. The one thing 
in this regard that the people of the 
United States are demanding, is that our 
foreign policy shall be not only definite 
but firm, and rather aggressive than tem­ 
porizing or conciliatory. We do not want 
war with any people; we wish to live in 
peace with all, but we do need to put up the 
bars, for one thing, against not only an in­ 
discriminate immigration, but against the 
adoption of foreign ideas as to the policy 
of the Republic, and against the seizure of 
the vehicles of our commerce, and the ab­ 
sorption by antagonistic foreign influences, 
commercial and otherwise, of the avenues 
of our traffic and the agencies of communi­ 
cation and interstate trade. In short, we 
want a foreign policy under which such 
assaults as the Canadian Pacific Railway 
is now making upon our lines of transcon­ 
tinental communication and commerce 
will not be possible; a policy under which 
foreign powers will think thrice before 
entering upon schemes to crowd us from 
the highways of the world, as Germany 
attempted in the case of Samoa. 
As Mr. 
Phelps forcibly says, back of a firm and 
bold foreign policy that shall command 
the respect of strangers, a strong navy is 
necessary. 
Our relations with foreign 
Powers when involved in dispute that 
must be settled by last resort, will be de­ 
pendent upon our strength upon the high 
seas, and the vigor with which we assert 
our rights in all waters. 


A c o r r espo n d en t of the Louisville 
Courúr-Journal writes to that paper for an 
explanation of a passage he finds in an 
American history recently issued, which 
asserts that California cast four electoral 
votes against Garfield and one for him,and 
asks why the votes of the College were not 
unanimous, and why the electors did not 
all vote as instructed ? The Courier -Jour­ 
nal replies as if it were in doubt just what 
answer to make, saying, “We have no rea­ 
son for supposing that the vote was not 
cast according to instructions.”* The fact 
that the correspondent asks for is not 
therefore furnished. 
The Courier-Journal 
should have replied that the Democrats of 
the State of California repudiated the 
nomination of David 8. Terry as an elector, 
and rebuked their party by voting for one 
of the Republican electors in sufficient 
number to elect him ; 
and that this was 
because of the sentiment entertained re­ 
garding the death of David C. Broderick 
in a duel with D. S. Terry. 


I t is said that the Shah of Persia, now 
annoying the potentates of Europe by 
visiting upon them his unwelcome pres­ 
ence, is much annoyed at the expression of 
the American press concerning him, and is 
anxious to adopt some means of manifest­ 
ing itis displeasure towards us in conse­ 
quence. 
It is the easiest thing imaginable 
—let him swear; he is an adept in that 
line. 
It is suggested that he may recall 
his Minister at Washington; that will not 
punish the people of the United States, 
however. There is one thing the Shah 
should do; that which a great many do 
who wish to avoid chagrin and worry— 
refuse to read or hear anything unpleasant 
about himself. 
In this case it is said that 
the Imperial boor has had the expressions 
of the American press gathered and trans­ 
lated for his reading. 
Let us hope that 
the truths spoken of him may work some 
reformation in his manners.

I then 
walked to Third street, and down to Mis­ 
sion street, where I met my wife with the 
baby in her arms. I said : ‘I thought you 
were to the Potrero,’ and she replied, ‘No, 
I didn't go, I am waiting for somebody.’ 
I then induced her to go home. After we 
got there she seemed much excited, and 
accused me of sending her a letter marked 
Brandt, asking her to meet a man at Third 
and Mission streets, at about 6 o’clock. 
She walked up and down the room and 
said she would kill herself. I tried to 
soothe her, and went into an adjoining 
foom, when I heard the shot fired.”

Last night

negro, and about 11 o'clock he shot her 
twice, once in the arm and or.ee in tbe left 
breast. She was in her room and fell to 
the floor. 
Not waiting to see the effect of his shot 
Park went to bis own room adjoining and 
tired three shots at himself, two of the bul­ 
lets entering the ribs and one glancing 
from the ribs. The powder set his vest on 
fire. He took out his watch andother articles 
and threw them out the window. 
Then, 
feeling an acute pain, he went to the 
kitchen and took a dose of laudanum aud 
returned to his 
room, where he 
lay 
down, and again got tip for water and sat 
in the chair, which was afterwards found 
covered witb blood. Finally he went again 
to his room where he was found this morn 
ing. Mrs. Hunter died 8t 6 o'clock this 
morning before she could be seen. 
Park lived till 
3 ibis afternoon and 
made an nute-iuortem statement of tbe 
tragedy, 
lie says he was desperate at his 
mistress’ actions. 
Park was a native of 
Scotland and 55 years of age. He leaves a 
family in Paterson. He thinks his wife 
has got a divorce. 
Mrs. Hunter was 43 years of age and 
leaves three children and a husband, Alex­ 
ander C. Hunter, in Hoboken, N. Y'.

T he 
P re sid e n t W orn O ut by P e rsiste n t 
O ffice-Seekers. 
A little whiie ago I stood in the Presi­ 
dent’s room with forty or fifty others simi­ 
larly privileged, while at least twice as 
many more were waiting for a chance at 
him in an adjoining room. 
Mr. Blaine 
was anxious to present Whitelaw Reid, 
who desired to hid the President farewell, 
previous to his departure for P aris; Sena­ 
tor Hawley was looking for a chance to in­ 
troduce a distinguished Englishman; Gen­ 
eral N. P. Banks wanted simply to pay 
his respects; Henry Cabot Lodge was rest­ 
lessly pacing the room looking at his 
watch, and a distinguished Senator from 
the Pacific slope told me he wanted to 
speak to the President about the discrimi­ 
nation of the interstate bill in favor of 
foreign corporations; yet during the time 
these gentlemen were waiting, a delega­ 
tion of citizens were recommeding their 
candidate, who was; present, for the Post­ 
mastership of a town which had, perhaps, 
barely risen to the dignity of a place in 
the gazetteer. 
Is the President simply to grin and bear 
this daily, monotonous, wearing-out pro­ 
cess, which I venture to say makes little 
or no impression upon him touching the 
office in question, and in nineteen cases out 
of twenty is of no possible service to the 
candidate himself ? Is not the President 
at fault in tolerating so liberally the cus­ 
tom of personal importunity, in this—that 
he is perpetuating a system which will 
make the lives of his successors a greater 
burden to them than his life is to him ? A 
President is apt to believe that the whole 
country holds him responsible for a faulty 
appointment. 
I do not believe it. P arti­ 
san journals may talk so, but their ravings 
are at best ephemeral; the thinking Amer­ 
ican people know better. Admitting, how­ 
ever, that this is so, who are more to blame 
for the attaching of this responsibility 
than the Presidents themselves, who ad­ 
minister the executive office in this respect 
as it is administered nowhere else on the 
planet, and as it would lie ruinous to ad­ 
minister it in any great corporation ?—

GAME PROTECTION. 


A SAN JOAQUIN CITIZEN WHO SEEKS 
LIGHT ON THE SUBJECT. 


D ove-Shooting A lm ost a T hing o f the 
P a s t—L aw s th a t .Encourage th e 
S lau g h ter of G am e. 


It is an encouraging sign to find m en 
sufficiently interested in the im portant 
m atter of game protection to ask for light 
on the legal restrictions regarding the 
taking of game. In these days of almost 
indiscrim inate license to poachers there is 
too little attention given to the subject, 
w hich is of sufficient im portance to w ar­ 
rant the active co-operation not only of all 
true sportsmen but of those who have no 
other interest in the m atter beyond the 
suppression of cruelty to the defenseless 
denizens of the forest and meadow. The 
R ecord-U nion is in receipt of the follow­ 
ing communication on the subject: 
Woodbridge, July 6th 
Eds. Reoord-Uniom : For the information of 
your many readers who aspire to be disciples 
of Nimrod, and who yet desire to keep within 
the bounds of the law, will you please publish 
a summary of the game laws of California. 
A. L. Cowell. 
For the benefit of all interested in the 
subject, the following brief sum m ary of the 
provisions of the law are given, it being 
unnecessary to publish the entire Act, 
which, like most others, is unnecessarily 
“ wordy 
Doves are protected from Jan u ­ 
ary 1st to June 1st; quails and grouse, 
from March 1st to September 10th; m ale 
deer, from November 1st to July 1st. 
These are the principal kinds of game pro­ 
tected, except that female deer, or does, are 
protected at all seasons. 
Ducks are not protected at all, the Legis­ 
lature of four years ago having somehow 
become impressed with the idea that the 
few m allards and teal that breed in our 
tules com m it terrible depredations upon 
the 
grainfields 
during 
the harvesting 
season. At least that is the only conclusion 
on which their action can be based, as the 
ducks that feed on the sprouting grain in 
w inter and early spring (with the geese) 
are but tem porary sojourners here and 
leave for the Arctic regions as soon as they 
complete their mischief. If the ducks that 
breed in our marshes were protected d u r­ 
ing sum m er, there would again be some 
weeks of fair shooting in the early fall, 
before the northern contingent gets here. 
B ut Legislatures do funny things some­ 
times, especially when they begin to tinker 
w ith game laws. W hat the average Tar 
F lat statesman from San Francisco doesn’t 
know about the game of the uplands and 
meadows would fill a very big book. 
W hile on this subject a word about the 
dove 'aw may be in order. The law per­ 
m its these birds to be killed after the 31st 
of May up to the first of the following 
year. And what is the result? 
Already 
the cry is, *• No doves !" Scores of Sacra­ 
m ento sportsm en who were out after doves 
during the last few weeks, have been in ­ 
terviewed on the subject, and they all have 
the same story to tell—“ no doves.” 
It 
could not well be otherwise. A law that 
perm its or encourages the slaughter of 
either bird or beast during the breeding 
season sim ply oilers a prem ium for their 
exterm ination. If this result was the aim 
of the men who framed and passed the 
present law, they have the satisfaction of 
knowing that their work is progressing 
successtully. If it was not their aim, and 
if they have sense enough to realize any­ 
thing, they should feel like retiring to some 
secluded spot and ‘'bagging their heads.” 
The doves have 
been 
so 
persistently 
slaughtered during the breeding season for 
some years past that there are now but few 
to be had at the proper season for shooting. 
Not more than a half dozen years ago a 
person could take his gun and walk out a 
m ile or two from ¡Sacramento, of an after­ 
noon in July or August, and bag any­ 
where from one to three dozen of these 
* delicate birds, and the next season would 
find them just as plentiful again. 
But ail this has been changed. Men 
who have no claim to the honorable dis­ 
tinction of being true sportsm en—they are 
sim ply "shooters”—have hunted and slain 
the mother-birds from the m om ent the sun 
rises on June 1st until the sum m er ends, 
causing their young to starve to death in 
the nests, until now they have practically 
no doves to shoot. And this class of guer­ 
illas (for they are nothing less) would go 
out and slay the old birds as fast as the 
latter put in an appearance—even in April 
or May—if the law only gave them perm is­ 
sion; and it m ight as well do so, for all the 
protection it now atlords these birds. 
W hat is true as regards the methods of 
exterm inating one class of game apply 
w ith equai force toothers. The men w ho— 
under cover of the forest’s seclusion—slay 
deer indiscrim inately at all seasons, spar­ 
ing neither age nor sex, for the profits they 
m ay reap from the sale of hides, will in a 
few years find no deer to sh o o t; the men 
who are snaring quails for the m arket will 
ere long have to go to work at some honor­ 
able occupation, or become sneak thieves, 
for there will soon be no quails to snare; 
the city shooter, who kills twenty or thirty 
deer on his sum m er outing, and eats but 
one. will in the sweet by-and-by have to 
content himself with killing jack-rabbits or 
chipm unks; the so-called " angler,” who 
depletes the m ountain streams of trout at 
the rate of five hundred or a thousand a 
day—just because the fish are there—will 
be yanking catfish and carp from the tule- 
sloughs before his head grows white with 
age ; and the class who slaughter ducklings 
by the brood to tickle the palates of dys­ 
peptic city epicures, will have only mud- 
hens to excite his sportsm an (!) pioclivities 
in the coming years. 


CENTRAL STREET RAILWAY. 


The people of the whole city are interested, I 
and have a right todem aud'tbat if the road ! 
cannot be run by electricity it be run by ' 
horse or m ule power. The" failure of the 
electric system has been fully demonstrated, 
not only here but in every other city where 
it has been tried, while the horse-ears now 
run by the company are giving excellent 
satisfaction. It is hardly to be expected, 
under these circumstances, that the Board 
will refuse to modify the franchise as re­ 
quested.

Diligent inquiry among citi­ 
zens develops the tact that the sentim ent is 
almost unanim ous in favor of the change, 
and the reasons advanced by the company 
for asking the privilege of running its cars 
w ith horses seem to be perfectly good. 
Briefly smted, the situation is as tollows : 
At a time when it was confidently asserted 
tnat electricity had been proven to be a suc­ 
cess as a power for propelling street-cars 
the Central Streel Railway Company were 
granted a franchise to lay down tracks upon 
various streets over which the}- were to run 
electric cars. The company proceeded in 
good faith, laid down its tracks, and within 
the tim e agreed upon had an electric car 
running upon the road. 
Large sum s ot money were expended in 
attem pting to make it a success, but ex­ 
perience demonstrated that so far the ru n ­ 
ning of cars bv electricity is a failure, and 
the¡ company reluctantly gave up the ef­ 
fort. They were then granted the privilege 
of using horses for the period of eighteen 
m onths, and at once put upon the line a 
num ber of handsom e and commodious 
cars, whicu ate doing first-class service and 
apparently giving excellent satisfaction. 
Everybody admits that it is the best street­ 
car service Sacramento has ever enjoyed. 
Now the company desires to extend its 
road up J street to Twenty-eighth, on 
Twenty-eighth to M, and on N ineteenth 
from J to G. 
It is desirable to have these 
new portions ot the road in operation be­ 
fore the State Fair opens. The construc­ 
tion and equipm ent ot these lines will re­ 
quire the expenditure of a large sum of 
money, and it is perfectly natural that be­ 
fore proceeding with the work the company 
should wish to know w hether it will be 
perm itted to use horse or mule power, or 
w hether its franchise will be forfeited if it 
does not use electricity at the expiration of 
the eighteen m onths, about one-third of 
which time has already elapsed. 
People 
will not invest their money in improve­ 
m ents of this sort unless they are reason­ 
ably certain of being protected, and they 
are not likely to take chances when there 
is even a possibility of their property be­ 
ing rendered practically worthless, as would 
be the case if the company was compelled 
to ’se electricity.

n e '.\o vote for the change in the franchise; 
T i^ te e McLaughlin said that he would 
not do so until all who had subscribed to­ 
wards the construction of the road should 
sign a petition a=king for the change; and 
Trustee W olf asked for further tim e to in­ 
vestigate the matter. 
It is stated that a 
large m ajority of the subscribers have 
signed the petition, but that there are a few 
w ho subscribed sm all am ounts who refuse 
tosigo, unless released from the paym ent 
of their subscriptions. The fact is that the 
people along the line of the road are not 
the ouly ones interested in its operation.

Dove-Shooting Alm ost a Thing of 
P ast—Law» th at Encourage the 
Slaughter of Gam e.

It is an encouraging sign to find men 
sufficiently interested in the important 
matter of game protection to ask for light 
on the legal restrictions regarding the 
taking of game. In these days of almost 
indiscriminate license to poachers there íb 
too little attention given to the subject, 
which is of sufficient importance to war­ 
rant the active co-operation not only of ail 
true sportsmen but of those who have no 
other interest in the matter beyond the 
suppression of cruelty to the defenseless 
denizens of the forest and meadow. The 
R ecobd-U nion is in receipt of the follow­ 
ing communication on the subject: 
Woodbridgk, July 6th 
Eds. Reookd-Union : For the information of 
your many readers who aspire to be disciples 
of Nimrod, and who yet desire to keep within 
the bounds of the law, will you please publish 
a summary of the game laws of California. 
A. L. Cowell. 
.For the benefit of all interested in the 
subject, the following brief summary of the 
provisions of the law are given, it being 
unnecessary to publish the entire Act, 
which, like most others, is unnecessarily 
“ wordy :” Doves are protected from Janu­ 
ary 1st to June 1st; quails and grouse, 
from March 1st to September 10th; male 
deer, from November 1st to July 1st. 
These are the principal kinds of game pro­ 
tected, except that female deer, or does, are 
protected at all seasons. 
Ducks srenot protected at all, the Legis­ 
lature of four years ago having somehow 
become impressed with the idea that the 
few mallards and teal that breed in our 
tules commit terrible depredations upon 
the grain fields daring the harvesting 
season. At least that is the only conclusion 
on which their action can be based, as the 
ducks that feed on the sprouting grain in 
winter and early spring (with the geese) 
are but temporary sojourners here and 
leave for the Arctic regions as soon as they 
complete tbeir mischief. If the ducks that 
breed in our marshes were protected dur­ 
ing summer, there would again be some 
weeks of fair shooting in the early fall, 
before the northern contingent gets' here. 
But Legislatures do funny things some­ 
times, especially when they begin to tinker 
with game laws. What the average Tar 
Flat statesman from San Francisco doesn’t 
know about the game of the uplands and 
meadows would fill a very big book. 
While on this subject a word about the 
dove 'aw may be in order. The law per­ 
mits these birds to be killed after the 31st 
of May up to the first of the following 
year. And what is the result? Already 
the cry is, “ No doves !” Scores of Sacra­ 
mento sportsmen who were out after doves 
during the last few weeks, have been in­ 
terviewed on the subject, and they all have 
the same story to tell—“ no doves.” It 
could not well be otherwise. A law that 
permits or encourages the slaughter of 
either bird or beast during the breeding 
season simply oilers a premium for their 
extermination. If this result was the aim 
of the men who framed and passed the 
present law, they have the satisfaction of 
knowing that their work is progressing 
successlully. If it was not their aim, and 
if they have sense enough to realize any­ 
thing, they should feel like retiring to some 
secluded spot and "bagging their heads.” 
The doves have been so persistently 
slaughtered during the breeding season for 
some years past that there are now hot few 
to be had at the proper season for shooting. 
Not more than a half dozen years ago a 
person could take his gun and walk out a 
mile or two from Sacramento, of an after­ 
noon in July or August, and bag any­ 
where from one to three dozen of these 
’ delicate birds, and the next season would 
find them jnst as plentiful again. 
But ail this has been changed. Men 
who have no claim to the honorable dis­ 
tinction of being true sportsmen—they are 
simply "shooters '—have hunted and slain 
the mother-birds from the moment the sun 
rises on June 1st until the summer ends, 
causing their young to starve to death in 
the nests, nntil now they have practically 
no doves to shoot. And this class of guer­ 
illas (for they are nothing less) would go 
out and slay the old birds as fast as the 
latter put in an appearance—even in April 
or May—if the law only gave them permis­ 
sion; and it might as well do so, for all the 
protection it now atlords these birds. 
W bat is true as regards the m ethods of 
exterm inating one class of game apply 
w ith equal force toothers. The men w ho— 
under cover of the forest’s seclusion—slay 
deer indiscrim inately at all seasons, spar­ 
ing neither age nor sex, for the profits tney 
m ay reap front the sale of hides, will in a 
few years find no deer to sho ot; the m en 
w ho are snaring quails for the m arket will 
ere loDg have to go to work at some honor­ 
able occupation, or become sneak thieves, 
for there wil! soon be no quails to snare; 
the city shooter, who kills twenty or thirty 
deer on his sum m er outing, and eats but 
one, wiil in the sweet by-and-by have to 
content himself with killing jack-rabbits or 
chipm unks; the so-called " angler,” who 
depletes the m ountain stream s of trout at 
the rate of five hundred or a thousand a 
day—just because the fish are there—will 
be yanking catfish and carp from the tule- 
sloughs before his head grows white w ith 
age : and the class who slaughter ducklings 
by the brood to tickle the palates of dys­ 
peptic ci;y epicures, will have only m nd- 
hens to excite his sportsm an (!) pioclivities 
in the coming years. 


The people of the whole city are interested, 
and have a right todemand that if the road 
cannot be run by electricity it be run by 
horse or mnle power. The" failure of the 
electric system has been fully demonstrated, 
not only’here but in every other city where 
it has been tried, while the horse-cars now 
run by the company are giving excellent 
satisfaction. It is hardly to be expected, 
under these circumstances, that the Board 
will refuse to modify the franchise as re­ 
quested.

CENTRAL STREET RAILWAY. 
Tl»c B equest for the M odification of its 
Franchise. 
It is understood that the Board of City 
Trustees wiil be waited upon this morning 
by a large delegation of prominent citizens 
who will urge that the franchise of the 
Central Street Railway Company be modi 
fied so as to permit that company to use 
other power than electricity in the running 
of its cars. Diligent inquiry among citi­ 
zens develops the fact that the sentiment is 
almost unanimous in favor of the change, 
and the reasons advanced by the company 
for asking the privilege of running its cars 
with horses seem to be perfectly good. 
Briefly si a ted, the situation is as lollows 
At a time when it was confidently asserted 
tnat electricity had been proven to be a sue 
cess as a power for propelling street-cars 
the Central Street Railway Company were 
granted a franchise to lay down tracks upon 
various streets over which they were to run 
electric cars. The company proceeded in 
good faith, laid down its tracks, and within 
the time agreed upon had an electric car 
running upon the road. 
Large sums of money were expended in 
attempting to make it a success, but ex 
perience demonstrated that so far the run­ 
ning of cars by electricity is a failure, and 
tbe¡ company reluctantly gave up the ef­ 
fort. They were then granted the privilege 
of using horses for the period of eighteen 
months, and at once put upon the line a 
number of handsome and commodious 
cars, whicn are doing first-class service and 
apparently giving excellent satisfaction. 
Everybody admits that it is the best street­ 
car service Sacramento has ever enjoyed. 
Now the company desires to extend its 
road up J street' to Twenty-eighth, on 
TfffflU-tigiiiii lu ll,and on Nineteenth 
from J to G. It is desirable to have these 
new portions of the road in operation be­ 
fore the State Fair opens. The construc­ 
tion and equipment ot these lines will re­ 
quire the expenditure of a large sum of 
money, and it is perfectly natural that be­ 
fore proceeding with the work the company 
should wish to know whether it wiil be 
permitted to use horse or mule power, or 
whether its franchise will be forfeited if it 
does not use electricity at the expiration of 
the eighteen months, about one-third of 
which time has already elapsed. People 
will not invest their money in improve­ 
ments of this sort unless they are reason­ 
ably certain of being protected, and they 
are not likely to take chances when there 
is even a |xissibility of their property be­ 
ing rendered practically worthless, as would 
be the case if the company was compelled 
to ’se electricity. 
- the last meeting of the Board of Trns- 
tr 
tavor Gregory expressed a wiiling- 
né , vote for the change in the franchise: 
T.-ustee McLaughlin said that be would 
not do so until all who had subscribed to­ 
wards the construction of the road should 
sign a petition asking for the change; and 
Trustee Wolf asked for further time to in­ 
vestigate the matter. It is stated that a 
large majority of the subscribers have 
signed the petition, but that there are a few 
who subscribed small amounts who refQse 
to sign, unless released from the payment 
of their subscriptions. Thq fact is that the 
people along the line of the road are not 
the only oars interested ia its operation.

AX AKMKU C It ASH COMING. 
W ill the Holy See lte Removed From 
Home to Valencia. 
London, July 7th.—The Rome corre­ 
spondent of the Time* says : Perhaps the 
public man in Europe who believes most 
firmly that a preat armed crash is coming 
is the Pope, lie got private news a few 
days ago, some say from Vienna, others 
from Warsaw, und still others from secret 
friends in the Quirinal at Rome, which 
threw the whole Vatican into an immedi­ 
ate panic. Nobody bnt the Cardinals, who 
are sworn to secrecy, know exactly what 
this news was, but it is practically certain 
that it wqb a warning that war is on the 
way. It is believed, too, that a hurriedly 
summoned council discussed a plan of re­ 
moving the Holy See from Rome, and the 
indications point to Valencia as the place 
of refuge most favored. Nothing more 
definite than this has come to light yet, 
but developments are likely to come verv 
soon. 
The Pope’s original preference was the 
little principality of Lichtenstein, but the 
fact that Austria is in alliance with the 
hated Italian Government is believed to 
have rendered this resort impossible. The 
Spanish Ministers are very close mouthed 
about the Valencia scheme, though they do 
not deny that it has been broached, because 
they are extremely dubious about the ef­ 
fect of the change on Spanish popular feel­ 
ing. For one thing, it would warm Carlist 
intrigues into life again, and it is equally 
certain that it would t'evelap new and en­ 
ergetic republicanism as well. 


THE SlIAH INCKNSKI). 
II» Proposes to Make Life Miserable for 
Uncle Saiu. 
New York. July 7th—A special by cable 
to the New York Press from London says : 
The Shah is said to be very much incensed 
over the treatment his representative, 
Hadi Hussein Gnooly Khan, has received 
in America. To-day be received a long 
cablegram from Hadi announcing his in­ 
tended departure for England next Friday, 
and recapitulating the alleged insulting 
references made to the Persian monarch in 
the American newspapers. 
A paragraph from a Southern newspa­ 
per, recounting some of the doings of the 
Shah while on a previous European tour, 
was cabled in full. When this was read to 
the Persian ruler he is said to have become 
greatly excited, and to have expressed the 
intention of returniag to Persia at once to 
work vengenceupon America in every way 
in his power. 
Later his Majesty became calmer and 
gave instructions to his secretary to have 
the matter brought to the attention of 
President Harrison through the proper 
diplomatic channels. 
None oí the newspapers here have re­ 
ferred to the Shah’s dirty habits. Hero- 
worship and reverence for nobility, no 
matter of what character it may be, are so 
strong that it is likely that such a publica­ 
tion, were it made, would meet with popu­ 
lar disfavor. This partly accounts for the 
surprise and indignation with which the 
American newspaper articles have been re­ 
ceived bv the 8hah. 
KW HOF KAN NOTES. 
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Illness of Henry George’s Banghter—A 
Marriage of Affection. 
London, July 7th.—Mrs. George Hitch­ 
cock, whose husband ran away from her in 
Paris with Miss O'Halloran, is in London. 
She did not sail for America last week as 
she intended to do, because she was cabled 
by the relatives of her husband to wait for 
a friend from New York. This frieDd ar­ 
rived to-day, and took Mrs. Hitchcock to 
private lodgings, leaving no address at the 
hotel where she has been stopping. Mrs. 
Hitchcock is in a really pitiable condition. 
Sbe is too much distressed and excited to 
talk connectedly about her plans or pros­ 
pects. She will not say a word against her 
husband or sanction a single step of crimi­ 
nal prosecution. Her only clear idea now 
is that she must go back to America as soon 
as possible to procure a divorce. Her hus­ 
band's relatives, she says, have offered her 
a home. 
TOWEDO BOATS. 
Four torpedo-boats are to be dispatched 
from the Chatham Navy Yards to Bermuda 
about the 15th inst. under convoy of H. 11. 
M 's troop-ship Tyne. This will be the 
first time that the Admiralty has attempted 
to send any of these small, frail vessels 
across the Atlantic. 
BULGARIA BORROWS MONEY OF AMERICA. 
The London Chronicle's Vienna dispatch 
S9ys that the Bulgarian Government has 
succeeded in contracting a loan of 25,000,­ 
000 florins with an American syndicate, the 
rate of interest on the sinking lund being 
fixed at ti per cent. The loan was secured 
by a mortgage on a railway. 
The American volunteer riflemen, in the 
matches of this week have broken not only 
the English but the American records with 
military rides. Every team they have met 
has been a picked one, all containing a 
majority of the English, Scotch and Irish 
twenties, to sav nothing of the Queen's 
prize-winners. For team shooting, with­ 
out practice and over a strange range every 
day. this is so remarkable that it has set 
English volunteers thinking. To-day the 
American team went intocampat Wimble­ 
don, where they will compete next week 
with the English volunteers in individual 
shooting with the Britishers’ own rifles. 
They will stay at Wimbledon during next 
week, and will then go to Paris for one 
week. 
HENRY GEORGE'S DAUGHTER ILL. 
Henry George left for Boulogne to-day to 
see his wife and daughter. The latter lias 
been very ill since her visit to Paris, and 
unable to travel. George has taken passage 
for home on the Umbria, on the 20th. Tne 
laboringmen of New York have cabled hint 
to prepare for a popular reception. This 
week George will address the mill operat­ 
ives of Manchester. Next week he will go 
to Ireland to speak at Dublin and Belfast. 
THR MAYBRICK CASE. 
It is fortnHate for Mrs. Maybrick that Sir 
litarles Russell has undertaken the defense 
of her case. 
She has not much money, 
even though her friends in America should 
come forward generously to hei assistance, 
and but for the fact that the case is going to 
be a cause celebre, Russell would not have 
much to make out of it. In the way of 
reputation it will be a great triumph if he 
gets the accused off. Judge Stephens, who 
is famous for his thorough knowledge of 
trials where murder by poison is charged, 
has been selected to try the case. Public 
feeling in Liverpool is bitter against 
Brierly, because it is reported he is going to 
take the witness-s'and for the prosecution 
in the hope of saving his own neck. He 
has been cut, not merely socially bnt also 
by business people, and it is said they 
actually refuse to have any dealings with 
him. 
THE raiKCP. OF w a l e s’ DIPLOMACY. 
The Prince of Wales, who is a shrewd 
observer ot popular opinion, sees what is 
beneath all the silly twaddle in praise of 
his daughter’s betrothal to the Earl of Fife 
and notes the opposition to the grant bv 
Parliament of a dowry. In a speech at the 
Lord Mayor’s banquet to the Shah of Per­ 
sia he saw fit to make this statement:

death of the old King, whose name was 
Jinphy the Ju-Ju, rites were performed, but 
were under the impression that these were 
now over. 
The horror of the English traders may 
be imagined when they discovered, on their 
arrival at Ebo town, that the hateful relig­ 
ious ceremonies were still in full swing. 
They had been going on for two months, 
and already some foity unfortunate blacks 
had been sacrificed to appease *’Ju-Ju.” 
On the arrival of the traders the body of 
the old King was still lying in an open 
grave that bad been dug for it. It was 
large and deep—large enough to accommo­ 
date nine of the departed ruler’s youngest 
wives, who had been murdered in the 
cruelest manner. 
LAID IN THE PIT. 
Each of the wives had had her ankles 
and wrists broken so that she could neither 
walk nor crawl. In this maimed condi­ 
tion, and suffering the most excruciating 
pain, the poor creatures were placed at the 
bottom of the grave, seven of them lying 
side by side. The King’s body was then 
laid on them in a transverse direction. 
Then the two remaining women were laid 
by bis side. 
There they were left. without food or 
water to wait for their kind liberator, 
death, which, however, did not come to 
their release until after four or five days of 
intense suffering. 
In the meantiraefour men were stationed 
around the grave, armed with clubs, ready 
to knock backward any of the women who, 
despite their tortures and their pain, might 
manage to crawl to the side of the pit. 
AGONIZING DEATHS. 
But this was not all. In other parts of 
the town other human sacrifices were tak­ 
ing place. Suspended from various trees 
were the bodies of several men. They, too, 
were undergoing agonizing deaths, holes 
having in most cases been bored through 
their feet just by the ankles, and through 
these holes ropes had been drawn, by which 
the men were tied to a high tree, head 
downward, and left to die. 
The traders were also unwilling witnesses 
of another friehtful. sacrificial execution. 
Noticing a number of natives standing in a 
group, they went to the spot to see what 
was going on. To their horror, the white 
men saw a native tied by the feet and Deck. 
The rope attached to the neck was thrown 
over the limb of a tree in one direction, 
while that fastened to the feet was tied to a 
tree in the opposite direction. The ropes 
were then drawn tightly, and when the 
body was nearly torn asunder a native, 
with a hatchet, struck at the neck, severing 
the head from the body. 
THE BODY EATEN. 
The head was then thrown into the grave 
where the King’s corpse was lying, and the 
body was eaten by the cannibal natives. 
The traders, while inexpressibly shocked 
at these fiendish practices, were powerless 
to stop them, as the natives would not 
brook the slightest interference with their 
“religious customs,” and such interference 
would have be» a undertaken by the trad­ 
ers at the peril of their lives. All they 
could do was to make their way back to 
New CalaDar to await the termination of 
the bloody rites 
Before leaving they 
learned that seven men would be sacrificed 
each month during the next ten months.

Young Lady Burned to Ileath.

A young 
daughter was burned to death. Another 
daughter jumped from a window with an 
infant in her arms, and was seriously in­ 
jured. besides being badly burned. Byrds 
and his wife were also severely injured.

Some of the Mistakes About Them Cor­ 
rected. 
Major Benteen, who is spending his re­ 
tirement in Atlanta, was one of the brav­ 
est frontier officers and led part of the 
Custer expedition which ended so fatally. 
He is a great observer of natural history, 
and his narrative of stories about animals 
is quite as brilliant as are his recitals of 
army incidents. “ Not a blade of grass 
will grow,” said he, “ where a prairie dog 
takes up his abode. 
“ The prairie dog lives in burrows. The 
burrows run down to a depth of five or six 
feet, then they turn upward, running near 
the surface of the ground for several feet. 
The reason they make this turn is to pre­ 
vent water from drowning them out, and 
to take more precaution they work the 
dirt up around the mouth of their burrows 
to the height of a foot, sometimes more. 
There are a great many mistakes concern­ 
ing the habits of those ingenious little an­ 
imals. Some claim that if one is shot 
near his burrow he will crawl back into 
his burrow before he dies, bnt that is all a 
mistake. I have shot them while they 
would be in the mouth of their burrow 
and then took them out. Some think that 
the prairie dog enters his burrow at the 
coming of winter and remains there until 
spring calls him forth, but that is another 
mistake. I have seen them walking in 
the snow hunting for something to eat. 
They live on grasses and roots and prickly 
pear, or cactus, as it is called by some. 
“The prairie dog is about the size of a 
fox squirrel and is almost the color of one. 
They are very destructive to crops. The 
farmers poison thousands ot them, but it 
seems as if the old adage of killing one 
fly ten will take his place has reference to 
the prairie dog. Another tale is told of 
the prairie dog—that the rattlesnake, the 
prairie owl and the prairie dog all live in 
the same burrow, but that is the greatest 
mistake of all. The owl and the rattle­ 
snake do live in the prairie dog town, or 
rather the rattlesnake dies in the prairie 
dog town, for no sooner does he enter a 
burrow than the dogs collect and com­ 
mence filling up the burrow, and if the 
rattler has gone too far to hear them his 
doom is sealed, but if he is near the mouth 
of the burrow he will come out as soon as 
possible. W hen the owl takes up his abode 
in a burrow the dog leaves it and goes to 
another burrow. 
They never try to fill 
up a burrow when an owl goes in, prob­ 
ably because they think there is not as 
much harm in an owl as there is in a rat­ 
tlesnake.”— Allanta Constitution. 
How They Vote In Greece. 
“Any man in Greece can be candidate 
for any office,” says Dr. Constantine; “and 
when a man announces himself as a candi­ 
date the Government must provide a ballot 
box for him. If ten men announce them­ 
selves as candidates for Mayor, a separate 
box is set up for each candidate and every 
voter must vote in each of the ten boxes.” 
“ Then each candidate would get the 
same number of votes I should think.” 
“ That is possible, but I never knew it 
to happen. Let me explain a little fur­ 
ther.“We vote with black and white balls. 
Each ballot is divided into a black and a 
white compartment with a funnel in the 
middle. Every voter is given white balls 
and black balls, and putting his hand 
down in the funnel drops them as he 
chooses. A white ball is for and a black 
ball against a man. If the citizen wishes 
to vote for Mr. A., anti for him only, he 
drops a white ball into his box and black 
balls into the other nine (there are ten 
candidates), or he can vote for two of the 
candidates, or for the whole ten if he 
chooses, his vote being really of no ac­ 
count in that case, of course. The man 
who has most white balls in his box is 
elected.

C. W. Evans, a banker there. The Red 
Cross makes it a point to visit houses, and 
having a heart that stirs in sympathy for 
everyone in misfortune, it is able to reach 
many deserving cases that otherwise 
would not be beard of.—Philadelphia T'imes. 
Puts Ont Fires and Kats the Asliea. 
Elmer Partridge keeps neither hand 
grenades nor fire extinguishers in his 
house on Halsey street, near Hiss street, 
Newark, because he owns a dog of the 
Irish setter breed that can put out fires as 
quickly as a fireman, anti with far less 
damage to the threatened projierty. Twice 
he discovered small tires at night on his 
master’s premises, and pawed them out be­ 
fore he aroused the family to show them 
his go~d work. On both occasions he was 
slightly burned. Mr. Partridge has no 
doubt that if he had the least fear that a 
fire was getting beyond his control he 
would sound an alarm at once. 
A bundle of straw or newspapers ig­ 
nited, and a cry of “fire” brings Dan, as 
the dog is called, at a gallop to the place. 
If he cannot extinguish the flames with 
his paws he rolls his body over and over 
upon it, quite regardless of the danger of 
singing his handsome red coat.

A License Not a Contract. 
The Iniiiana Supreme Court has ren- 
dere»l a decision to the effect that a license 
to sell liquor is not a contract, but a spe­ 
cial tax. The Court says: “The grant of 
a license would not preclude action by the 
municipal authorities, for a license is not 
a contract. 
The license may be changed 
or even annulled by the supreme leg­ 
islative 
power of the State when­ 
ever public welfare demands it. 
A 
license is a restrictive special tax imposed 
for the public good and in the exercise of 
the police power of the State. As the 
power to grant, withhold or annul licenses 
to sell liquor is an exercise of the police 
power, it follows that no limitation can be 
placed upon its exercise by any statutory 
provisions. It is a power incapable of sur­ 
render or annihilation.” 
S. J. Ranney, an attache of the Imperial 
household of Russia, who has been in Den­ 
ver recently, says that he has l>een com­ 
missioned by the Czar to visit America 
with a view of obtaining information re­ 
garding our system of irrigation and the 
machinery used in the agricultural dis­ 
tricts. This information will be used by 
the Czar in his attempt to reclaim 300,- 
00(1,000 acres of arid land bordering ou 
Persia.
